Tree Killers cut off a circle of hark 
around the trunk of the tree, which 
with a few days' exposure to tin* sun 
would be 
sufficient 
to 
kill peach, 
plum, apple, apricot and cherry trees 
that had been half a century attain­ 
ing their then aetual productiveness. 
These trees presented the easiest 
problem. 
The woiimL wen* merely 
bound up like the wounds of a 
s o l d ­

of army surgeons

\ much more serious problem, of

trees had been entirely cut or sawed 
down. 
But here French genius also 
solved the problem. 
The stumps 
protruding usually two or three feet 
from the ground were first trimmed 
off in a scientific manner so as to 
conserve the sap and 
prevent the 
death of tlu* roots. 
This stump was 
then treated with the grafting paste 
and carefully bandaged till the cut 
down tree lying at the side budded 
from ftie sap and life that remained 
in it after being cut down..

W ild Anim als and Birds to Re­ 
lieve Food Shortage. 


It has been suggested by the fo o d 
co ntro ller that mo re use sho uld be 
made o f the wild anim als and birds 
which abo und in the co untry , say s a 
writer in the Lo ndo n Mail. 
Rabbits, 
wo o d pigeo ns and sparro ws hav e been 
specially mentio ned. 
All three are a plague in the co untry 
to day , and to make a sy stem atic raid 
o n them fo r fo o d purpo ses wo uld serv e 
two useful ends. 
Rabbits are eaten 
childly between harv est time and the 
*nid o f March, but they drift to the 
kitchen at all seaso ns. 
By sy stem atic 
snaring o r trapping great 
numbers 
co uld be av ailable as a regular supply 
fo r the peo ple o f a district o r fo r dis­ 
patch to the to wns. 
Wo o d pigeo ns as well as rabbits 
were reco mmended by the bo ard o f ag­ 
riculture so o n after the o utbreak o f 
war as fo rming “ an ex cellent meat 
diet.” 
Wo o d pigeo ns, o r ring do v es, 
abo und In all wo o ded districts in au­ 
tumn, winter and early spring, but 
they are ex ceedingly difficult birds to 
bring do wn in any number o wing to 
their ex treme cunning. 
It is o nly by 
well co ncerted sho o ts ex tending o v er 
a wide area that a supply o f pigeo ns 
can be o btained. Thro ugh lack o f men 
able to take part in such sho o ts no ap­ 
preciable difference has been made in 
the number o f wo o d pigeo ns during tho 
war. 
Fo r the table they are co o ked 
as a rule in a pie with a few pieces 
o f beef o r salt po rk.
